The po rno g raphy business, after 
flo urishing o v er the past decade o r 
so , appears to be in tro uble.

Mo st no tably , an am­ 
big uo us Supreme Co urt o bscenity 
ruling has tended to make lo cal 
pro secuto rs mo re zealo us in mo v ing 
ag ainst purv ey o rs o f questio nable 
publicatio ns, films and o ther mate­ 
rial. 
Ano ther facto r is that an increas­ 
ing ly jaded public seems to hav e 
beco me surfeited with the sick g ar­ 
bag e kno wn as hard co re po rno ­ 
g raphy . The o wner o f a so -called 
po rno mo v ie ho use in San Francisco 
say s that his business is o ff sharply 
fro m last y ear. Similar repo rts are 
heard elsewhere. 
One curio us aspect o f the matter is 
the blurring o f what o nce were rather 
distinct lines between serio us films 


and the racier so rt which resemble 
no thing so much as o ld-time “ stag ” 
mo v ies. So me po rno mo v ie palaces 
repo rt that bo x o ffiec receipts are 
do wn because leg itimate film fre­ 
quently po rtray what used to be 
tabo o . After “ Last Tang o in Paris,” 
fo r ex ample, who needs to g o to an

mo v ie" 
theater

Vo y eur? 
Americans o f the present g ener­ 
atio n are less prudish than in the 
past, less easily sho cked by mo re o r 
less ex plicit depictio ns o f sex ual 
activ ity .

WASHINGTON—Despite a critical warn in g from Chief 
Ju stice Warren Bu rger deliv ered priv ately to Preisden t Ford 
that the "American ju dicial sy stem” is en dan gered by 
massiv e early retiremen ts becau se of a fiv e-y ear salary 
freeze, the Presiden t an d fearfu l con gression al leaders 
agreed to postpon e action u n til n ex t y ear at the least. 
That bu ry in g of what some politician s v iew as a n ation al 
crisis ex ten din g far bey on d Bu rger’s ju dicial domain was 
probably in ev itable, giv en the deepen in g recession an d 
mou n tin g u n employ men t. 
It was Presiden t Ford himself who raised the matter 
behin d the closed doors of his session with con gression al 
leaders. After thrashin g the highly -politicized issu e from all 
its aspects, the con gression al leaders left Mr. Ford with this 
message: if he wou ld pu blicly ask Con gress to u n freeze top- 
grade gov ern men t career salaries, established when the cost 
of liv in g was 42 per cen t less than today , an d promise n ot 
to v eto an y pay -raise bill passed by Con gress, the com­ 
bu stible issu e might be pu shed in Con gress n ex t y ear after 
passage of an ti-recession bills. 
Presiden t Ford made n o promise, fu lly aware that he is 
loaded down with too man y political problems as it is to add 
the fu ry of v oters ov er higher gov ern men t pay at a time of 
n ation al belt-tighten in g. 
Yet, both Bu rger’s warn in g an d the deepen in g problem of 
resign ation s by top-lev el federal bu reau crats frozen at 
$36,000 a y ear, combin ed with critical recru itmen t gaps 
stemmin g from the pay freeze, are n ot taken lightly either 
in side the White Hou se or on Capitol Hill. 
Chief Ju stice Bu rger told Mr. Ford in his lon g White 
Hou se talk late last mon th that sev en federal ju dges had 
| qu it prematu rely in the past 13 mon ths, more than at an y 
: time in the last >00 y ears. The Main reason : the Fiv e-y ear 
pay freeze had redu ced their $40,000 salary to an effectiv e 
; 
lev el of $25,000. 
First-rate U. S. attorn ey s, the bedrock of the crimin al 


ju stice sy stem, are becomin g hard to recru it, the Chief 
Ju stice believ es, becau se of v astly higher-pay in g law part­ 
n erships. Bu rger’s warn in g: withou t higher salaries, already 
ov erbu rden ed cou rts will dan gerou sly declin e in talen t an d 
produ ction . 
The salary problem is compou n ded by the Ru be Goldberg 
sy stem that pay s regu lar cost-of-liv in g allowan ces to retired 
federal employ es bu t den ies bu ilt-in escalation to the 
highest grade officials while they stay on the gov ern men t 
pay roll. 
That ex plain s the startlin g 50 per cen t in crease in top- 
lev el ex ecu tiv e bran ch retiremen ts sin ce 197 0 . These are 
career bu reau crats who, in the words of Democratic Sen . 
Gale McGee of Wy omin g, chairman of the Sen ate Post 
Office an d Civ il Serv ice Committee, "kept this gov ern men t 
ru n n in g du rin g the Watergate v acu u m of power.” 
On e case in poin t is the frozen $42,500 salary for the 
director of Man agemen t an d Bu dget (OMB), the top 
man agemen t job in the v ast federal bu reau cracy . When the 
Presiden t decided to n ame Hou sin g an d Urban Dev elop­ 
men t Secretary James Ly n n to replace OMB director Roy 
Ash, Ly n n ’s acceptan ce gu aran teed him a 30 per cen t cu t 
in pay . The reason : Con gress has alway s refu sed to giv e an y 
presiden tial staff job a salary higher than its own . 
In deed, a qu iet Whitw White Hou se effort to raise the 
OMB director’s salary to cabin et lev el ($60,000) ehen when 
George Shu ltz resign ed as Secretary of Labor to become 
OMB director in 197 0 met disaster. 
A bill qu ietly drafted in side OMB paire d the chairman 
of the Federal Reserv e Board ($42,000) with the director of 
OMB, raisin g both salaries to $60,000. Before the bill ev er 
was sen t to Con gress, former White Hou se aide Charles 
Colson in adv erten tly got win d of the s secretly -drafted bill 
an d u sed it as a clu b to attack Chairman Arthu r Bu rn s of 
the Fed for try in g to raise his own salary . Bu rn s was n ot ev en 
aware the bill had been drafted.

WASHINGTON—Ev ery week or so there’s talk 
of an other large firm in on e kin d of trou ble or 
an other. This has been goin g on sin ce last 
su mmer’s sweatin g it ou t ov er Westin ghou se. In 
the tate of frazzled ten sion that American bu sin ess 
has been liv in g in for so man y mon ths, some of 
these ru mors tu rn ou t to be false, as may hav e been 
the case with the gian t electrical equ ipmen t 
man u factu rer, bu t this on ly u n derscores the fact 
that ou r seren ity is gon e. 
More recen tly , Chry sler an d the problems it’s 
had sellin g rou tin e short-term n otes hav e been the 
su bject of talk. In the past weeks, atten tion has 
also focu sed on W.T. Gran t Co. 
This hu ge chain , which does abou t $1.8 billion 
worth of bu sin ess in 1,200 retail stores across the 
cou n try , has seen its stock collapse from arou n d 
$7 0 a share three y ears ago down to the two-bu ck 
ran ge, while profits hav e ev aporated to the poin t 
that in Au gu st there were n o div iden ds for the 
compan y ’s u n happy own ers. 
Some of this is owin g to the gen eral disaster 
which is the cu rren t retailin g in du stry . Did y ou 
ev er thin k y ou ’d liv e to see Sears, Roebu ck comin g 
on telev ision with price cu ts three weeks before 


Christmas? Con su mers are frighten ed an d tapped 
ou t. Man y merchan ts , especially the au tomobile 
dealers, scooped u p all the lose on ey last su mmer 
when they can n ibalized their own fu tu re sales by 
shriekin g, "BUY NOW! THE PRICES WILL BE 
HIGHER LATER!” 
That doesn ’t ex plain all of W. T. Gran t’s 
problems, howev er. Gran t has been accu sed of 
bein g a badly man aged compan y . It’s said the 
firm’s big ex pan sion program was so poorly con ­ 
ceiv ed that Gran t’s debts n ow make u p more than 
8 0 per cen t of what the compan y is worth. 
Ordin arily , n obody bu t the stockholders an d the 
creditors wou ld care, ex cept that Gran t is a v ery , 
v ery large compan y prov idin g 7 8 ,000 people with 
jobs. Thu s the con sequ en ces of a failu re may n av e 
in du ced a grou p of an ks, headed by Morgan 
Gu aran ty , to come throu gh with a recen t loan for 
somethin g like $600 million . 
As is often the case when ban ks make loan s 
which seem to defy pru den ce, the ru mor is that it 
was don e at the behest of the Federal Reserv e 
Board. That clou d-wrapped agen cy n ev er say s 
when it is in terv en in g in the priv ate sector, bu t it’s 
safe to con clu de that, if it wasn ’t behin d this 


otherwise pu zzlin g loan , it has been bu sy doin g 
that kin d of thin g. For ex ample, it recen tly threw 
$250 million in to the mon ey markets to prop u p 
the price of AT&T’s last bon d issu e. 


Bu t hope do compan ies grow to su ch size? Man y 
of them cou ldn ’t withou t an u n seen helpin g han d 
from Washin gton in the form of tax con cession s 
an d the policies of agen cies like the Federal 
Reserv e that en cou rage the fin an cin g of bign ess. 


Ou r mu ch remarked u pon American fon dn ess for 
the Big has lon g been n oted, bu t ou r ration ­ 
alization s 
for 
it 
hav en ’t 
been so carefu lly 
challen ged. The proposition that bign ess brin gs 
econ omies of scale is accepted ev en thou gh there 
is plen ty of ev iden ce to show it ain ’t n ecessarily 
so. Look at the catastrophes cau sed by the con ­ 
glomerates we thou ght so mu ch of 10 y ears ago. 
On e cardin al ten et of an titru st law en forcemen t 
has been that bign ess shou ld n ot be pu n ished for 
its own sake. Tru e, bign ess alon g isn ’t in v ariably 
an ti-competitiv e, bu t bign ess is frequ en tly in effi­ 
cien t an d u n econ omical to the degree that it forces 
gov ern men t in to a v ariety of in flation ary an d 
destru ctiv e rescu e operation s.

I he Bu ilding and Su pply Committee of the Common 
Cou ncil will open “informal bida” on Dec. 23 for temporary 
roofing of the old city hall at 408 Broadway , the first 
significant step the city has made since it mov ed ou t 26 
months ago to protect the bu ilding from the elements. 
Help, ev en belatedly , cou ld be coming too late for a 
bu ilding that has been ex posed to the elements for two 
winters and part of a third and whose interior is in an 
adv anced state of deterioration. 


The rev elation that the Common Cou ncil is finally doing 
something to protect the bu ilding—other than boarding u p 
some of the windows—comes on the heels of an annou nce­ 
ment by the Friends of Historic Kingston that they are 
willing to donate $8 00 toward the temporary repair of the 
roof. 
In fact, the Bu ilding and Su pply Committee chaired by 
Alderman Emillio A. Primo Jr. (D-Eighth Ward), began 
soliciting estimates for the roof repair before the historic 
grou p wrote the may or on Dec. 6 . The impetu s for the 


Cou ncil committee was a meeting between the may or and 
members of a special committee of WHITA (We’v e Had It 
Tax pay ers) last September. Cost estimates for temporary 
roofing then ran to abou t $1,5 00. 
In a press release earlier this week , Edwin M. Ford, 
president of Friends for Historic Kingston and George 
Hu tton, chairman of its Preserv ation Commission, an­ 
nou nced that they had written May or Francis R. Koenig 
with the offer of $8 00 from the organization’s own fu nds for 
the repair of the roof. 
Referring to a letter of Dec. 6 to Koenig, Hu tton and Ford 
wrote, “the city gov ernment’s attention was directed to the 
adv anced state of deterioration of the bu ilding's roofing and 
the consequ ent sev eredamage to the interior of the bu ilding. 
“It was pointed ou t in the letter that the bu ilding is a 
pu blicly -owned asset that is being wasted and that this 
rapidly accelerating damage is greatly increasing the cost of 
rehabilitating this stru ctu re," the press release stated, 
The organization also su ggested that May or Koenig 
appropriate fu nds u nder the Better Commu nity Act of 1974 
(the new rev enu e sharing which replaces u rban renewal and

Koenig was non-commital on either proposal—the offer of 
$8 00 or the application for fu nds u nder the Better CommiTni- 
ty Act-preferring to wait u ntil after the 23rd for the 
ou tcome of bid openings on the roof.

P attern u rged that any abandonm ent decision not be 
based solely on profitability consideration.s considera­ 


tions. Referring specifically to the Catskill Mou ntain 
branch, Pattern stated, “ While the continu ed operation 
of the line may be difficu lt to ju stify in pu re economic 
term s, the rou te shou ld not be abandoned, we feel ,

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No-Smoking Law Dragn et a Bust 


NEW YORK (UPI) — The city's tough new no-smoking law went into effect 
Monday, but agents sent in search of offenders came hack empty handed. 
¡The dragnet was a bust. 
« The law bans tobacco smoking in elevators, supermarkets, college 
¡classrooms, religious and recreational facilities. It went on the books Nov. 
¡1, but violators have been issued only warnings until Monday. The maximum 
¡punishment now is a $1,000 fine and a year in jail. 
• Health Commissioner Dr. Lowell E. Beilin, followed by aides, "Public 
^ Health Sanitarians" and newsmen, three times entered supermarkets and 
¡boldly marched up and down the aisles seeking seofflaws. 
I At the first supermarket, Sloan’s, on Manhattan’s Upper East Side, Beilin 
¡and his entourage found hardly any shoppers, much less any smoking 
•shopper. “ Well, let’s go on to number two, maybe we’ll be lucky,’’ he said. 
* At the second market, Gristede’s, in the same general neighborhood, the 
¡small army of health officials, newsmen and jangling TV crews again failed 
¡to find a smoker. 


"Guess the rain kept many people home," Beilin said. 
"Maybe people don’t like to smoke in supermarkets, someone in the group 
said. 


At the third store, again no luck. 
a m « u 
* Resigned to the fact that his crackdown had faded, Beilin told newsmen. 
"We’d be happy if we never had to give out a summons ... but I m sure we 
will, sooner or later.’ 


Breaking the no-smoking law is a ( lass A misdemeanor, a category which 
also covers such crimes as endangering the welfare of a minor and possession 
of certain weapons. 


Beilin said he hardly expected any judge to levy the maximum punishment, 
but he said, "The embarrassment of being brought before a judge should he 
enough to stop people from blowing smoke in other peoples faces.

the war. 
Soper complained that the 
government refused to give 
him compensation for injuries 
during the experiments or 
even admit the tests took 
place.

veterans 
who participated in the gas 
experiments and have a con­ 
dition due to, or aggravated 
by,

experiments can 
claim compensation. 
Soper’s book, "Australia in 
the War of 1939-45 —the Role 
of Science and Industry,’’ 
said commanders ordered sol­ 
diers to line up in trenches 
while field guns fired poison 
gas into the area from three 
miles away. 
The book said the men were 
then ordered to strip down to 
their underwear so scientists 
could gauge the effects of the 
gas. 


Soper quoted Prof. Donald 
P. Mellor, former president of 
the Royal Society of New 
South Wales, as saying J,he 
secret unit was set up near 
the coastal town of Innisfail 
by the governments 
Chemical Defense Board. 
“ For most of the Innisfail 
trials, the volunteers were 
hardened infantry men, thor­ 
oughly experienced in the 
techniques of jungle 
warfare," Mellor said. "The 
morale of the men was out­ 
standing." 
He said "many of them 
suffered severe and painful 
injuries in the earlier experi­ 
ments,’’ but were forced to 
“ continue operational duties 
under front line conditions so 
the physiologists could dis­ 
cover fully the effect."

Th rift Shops and Recession

N E W Y O R K (U P I) — Economy watchers 
take note. Charity thrift shops generally are 
thriving in the midst of a national financing 
slump. 
“ We have no problems. Last week was our 
best of the year,” said Mary Young, manager 
of New York’s United Cerebral Palsy Happi­ 
ness Shop. 
“ It’s too early to cry wolf," said Erline 
Bennett, manager of the shop whose sales 
benefit the Spence-Chapin Adoption Ser­ 
vice. “ It’s been our best sales year. This shop 
gets donations of quality items, ranging from 
couturier clothes to fine jewelry' to antiques. 
“ Our sales have picked up enormously 
from last year,” said Natalie Fredericks, 
president of the Nearly New Shop which 
benefits eight charities and colleges. “ Our 
customers are very picky. W e’ve got a lot of 
new ones and also a lot of new donors.” 
“ Our contributions are up 30 per cent in 
the northeast,” said a spokesman for the 
Salvation Army. "Stores report substantial 
sales, especially in toys, cribs, and other 
items for children.” 
The quantity of donations is holding up 
along with sales, said Edward Rigney, assis­ 
tant director for Goodwill Industries of 
Greater New York. “ We're not having a 
recession." 
“ We used to have to hold onto furniture 
for a while," said Ethel Solomon of the 
Thrift House for the Federation of Jewish 
Philanthropies. “ Now it moves right out. We 
can sell it if we can get the merchandise.” 
She said the older, wealthier people who 
used to donate lavishly now go off to Florida 
for the winter so there is a seasonal lull. But 


the shop, located in an office area, gets the 
changed customer — the younger people. 
A United Press International spot check 
around the country showed most thrift shops 
still thriving, although in some areas busi­ 
nesses gave mixed reports. 
John Huber, president of Goodwill in 
Charleston, W. Va., reported some increase 
in sales because shoppers were looking for 
lower-priced goods but “ on the other hand, 
we rely on collections of donated materials 
and this has tapered off. 
"W ith people not buying new things, they 
are not giving us old material . . . if someone 
decides to keep a coat or (other) clothes item 
for an extra season, by the time we do get 
it, it may be worn out or not usable at all.” 
In Atlanta, Ga., Goodwill's president Jim 
White reported, “ We are starting to see some 
|K*ople shopping our stores that were not a 
year ago. We are selling to more lower and 
middle income people . . . . There are cases 
where a family may buy a refrigertor or other 
appliance from Goodwill, expecting it to last 
a year, rather than get a new one.” 
San Francisco area thrift shops reported 
mixed business. A Salvation Army store 
spokesman said calls were down 30 to 40 per 
cent. People are hanging onto things. Quali­ 
ty is about the same on clothing donations, 
but on furniture and other large items, the 
quality is not there, he said. 
In Dallas, the Ladies of Charity, in­ 
terdenominational, 
rejMirted 
requests for 
help were up slightly and there was no 
dropoff in donations. 
“ 1 don’t think we’re really feeling the 
layoffs yet,” said Ethel Gutting, president. 
“ Whenever there seems to be a real problem, 
we have people who respond if we put out 
the word.”

Cookbooks make ex cellent holiday gifts and are ap­ 
preciated by both the ex pert cook and the beginner. One 
that covers the spectrum (y ou'll want y our own copy ) is the 
handsome "The World Atlas of Food.” 
This is a beautifully illustrated volume with 1000 illustra­ 
tions and 1(X) pages in full color. (Published by Simon & 
Schuster. New York. $29 .9 5). 
"M an has been cooking for more than quarter of a million 
y ears. Even before this, our prim itive ancestors were already 
ex perimenting with the whole range of fascinating tastes 
available to them in the wild. 
“ But what we have eaten and how we have eaten it 
changed through the ages almost bey ond recognition," 
states the book’s introduction. 
After that comes a long epicurean journey with J ames 
Beard, one of the world's better known gourmets. W hat he 
describes and the accompany ing illustrations will arouse the 
appetite and questing spirit of any one. It is the nex t best 
thing to going along in person on a gustatory safari with J im 
Beard, the huge, knowledgeable and alway s amiable super­ 
gourmet. 
Nex t comes a list of "biographies" — of fish, beef, lamb, 
pork, sausage, seafood, herbs, breads, spices, pountrv and 
eggs, etc., right down to the life histories of salt and pepper. 
Here are a few ex cerpts from these different "biographies:” 
Beef and Veal: Most breeds of cattle can be traced back 
to the wild cattle that were hunted with such purpose and 
passion by Stone Age man, and which he painted on the 
walls of the caves of Lascaux .

Grains: W ith their high energy content and their world­ 
wide av ailability , grains have alway s been a basic compo­ 
nent of man’s diet —■ rice in Asia, wheat and ry e in western 
Europe, maize (called corn in the United States and 
Canada) in the Americas, sorghum and m illet in Africa and 
buckwheat in Russia and eastern Europe. No other single 
category of food is as important or widespread. 
Cheese: This earliest of processed portable foods has 
probably ex isted since about 9 00 B.C. when milk-y ielding 
animals were domesticated in the M iddle East and Europe.

Different Views o n Ho w to Cha ng e Wea ther 


Bering Strait Seen as ‘Thermostat of World’ 


LOS A N G ELES (UPl) — Some scientists believe the 
Earth is cooling and heading into another ice age. Specialists 
in a separate part of the scientific community see the Bering 
Strait as the “ thermostat" of the world. 


A former Pentagon “ think tank" research consultant 
turned journalist has dovetailed the two ideas. 


Lowell Ponte of l*os Angeles says damming the Bering 
strait across its 56-mile wide mouth between Siberia and 
Alaska could change the cold and warm climates sufficently 
to control earth’s climate and reverse a trend of droughts 
which burden people in need of food. 
More than two years ago, physicist Clyde Cowen, then at 
Catholic University in Washington and codiacoverer of the 
neutrino —the smallest partical of an atom —suggested such 
a dam to the government. 
Cowen said it would hring heavy rains to the Pacific 
southwest and turn deserts into green valleys. Cowen, who 
died earlier this year, also said that although he arrived at 


the idea independently in the early 1950s, it had been 
discussed for several years in Soviet scientific journals. 
“ The Bering Strait is the only place I know where one 
could put his finger in the climate of the world and improve 
it. 
It was believed such a dam would tum the Pacific into 
a warmer ocean which could change the climates of North 
America and Siberia, but also would alter the North 
Atlantic by drawing the warm midAtlantic currents into the 
Arctic Ocean. 


Dr. Ronald I.. I^voie. director of environmental mod 
ification research for the National Oceanic and Atmospheric 
Administration, said he does not know of any serious studies 
of the proposal. Lavoie said government policy is not to 
conduct any such experiments without knowing what the 
consequences would be. and he said scientists are not able 
to predict what would happen to weather. 


In a recently published booklet, "The New ('old War," 


Ponte quoted several scientists who agree the Earth is 
cooling. 
He said there are about 60 separate theories as to why, 
but they all agree the results of t his global cooling could have 
tragic effects on the world s food supply. 
Another journalist, Tom Alexander, in a February, 1974, 
Fortune Magazine article comprehensively delineated the 
evidence of many scientists concerned with the possibility 
of another ice age. 
/%* 
It was noted by climatolgists that the Earth began a 
cooling period about the 15th Century. It was not until about 
1890 that the Earth warmed up significantly. And during 
a period of little more than 50 years — until about 1945 
crops became more abundant and the world’s population 
more than doubled. 
After about 1949, the cooling was noticeable again. 
Alexander noted that the total drop since the 1940s has been 
about 2.7 degrees. While the change seems small, the effects 
have been dramatic to farmers and fishermen.

The U.S. dollar today con­ 
tinued its climb back from 
the record lows it hit earlier 
this week in European money 
markets. Gold eased 
back 
from near record highs. 
A Belgian bank official said 
he expected the dollar stay 
low on international markets 
after Wednesday’s announce* 
ment of a new unfavorable 
U.S. balance of payments sit­ 
uation. 
But the American currency 
rose slightly at today’s open­ 
ing to 37.18 francs compared 
with Wednesday’s close at 
just under 37 francs. After an 
hour of trading the dollar had 
risen in value to 37.36 francs. 
Similar gains were regis­ 
tered elsewhere, although the 
dollar remained weak against 
the West German mark. In 
F ra n k fu rt the curren cy 


opened at 2.432 m arks 
against the previous day's 
close of 2.437 marks.

Zurich 
dealers 
paid 
2.6025 francs for the dollar, 
compared with Wednesday’s 
*2.5687 francs. During the day 
the dollar already climbed up 
Wednesday from an'all-time 
low of 2.5325 Swiss francs.

LO S A N G E L E S (U PI) -

Th e G ian ts—awaitin g th e co mp letio n o f th eir n ew h o me 
in th e New Jersey Hacken sack Meado wlan ds in 19 76 , 
co mp leted th eir seco n d h o me seaso n in New Hav en th is 
mo n th , lo sin g all sev en co n tests an d ru n n in g th eir twt y ear 
reco rd at th e Iv y Leagu e in stitu tio n to a wo efu l 111. Th e 
clu b fo rmerly o ccu p id Yan kee Stadiu m bu t was kicked o u t 
after two games in 19 73 becau se o f th e remo dern izatio n 
p ro ject cu rren tly u n deray .

RESTO N, Va. (U PI) - 
Tne day of the dime news­ 
paper is vanishing quickly. 
A survey by the American 
Newspaper 
Publishers 
As­ 
sociation indicates the 
number of 15cent daily news- 
papers has more than 
doubled from 425 to 855 since 
a year ago. 
The survey shows there are 
938 
daily 
newspapers 
in 
North America selling for 15 
cents per copy, an increase of 
97 per cent over last year. 
There are 832 still selling for 
a dime, but the figure is down 


by almost 37 per cent since 
1973. 
Sunday editions also are 
increasing, with a third sell­ 
ing for 35 cents. Only two 
papers are priced at five 
cents, while for the first time 
three newspapers are selling 
for cents, one for 60 cents, 
and one —the Boston Globe 
—for 75 cents. 
The survey covered 1864 
newspapers in the United 
States, 
Canada, 
Bahamas, 
Bermuda, Guam and Puerto 
Rico.

WASHINGTON (UPI) 
Congress has voted to allow 
heavier trucks on the nation’s 
interstate highways, a step 
branded as “ a rape of the 
motorist" by the American 
Automobile Association. 
The increased weight limits 
were attached to a $752.8 
million federal aid for high­ 
ways bill which also ordered 
states to enforce the 55 mile 
an hour speed limit under 
penalty of losing federal high­ 
way funds. 
The bill also banned jumbo 
billboards which cropped up 
far back from the highway 
after Congress banned such 
signs within 660 feet of feder­ 
al highways. 
The compromise measure 
passed the Senate 67 to 27, 
then passed the House 307 to 
67. President Ford’s position 
on it is not known. 
The basic increase in truck 
weight —the First increase al­ 
lowed in 18 years —would be 
from 
the 
present 
73,280 
pounds to 80,00 pounds. 
Maximum 
axle 
loadings 
would 
be 
increased 
from 
18.000 to 20,000 pounds for a 
single axle and from 32,00 to 
34.000 for a tandem axle. 
But 
a 
seemingly 
minor 
clause added by a House- 
Senate conference committee 
would allow much greater in­ 
creases in at least 15 states, 
the AAA charged. 
That clause would allow 
states which now have higher 
weight lim its on non-in- 


terstate highways to adopt 
these heavier weights on in­ 
terstate highways. 
Proponents of heavier 
trucks say it is unrealistic to 
keep truck weights low on 
interstate 
highways 
when 
some states allow heavier 
weights on other roads. 
They also say the energy 
problem makes it desirable to 
carry more goods on each 
truck. 
Over the years, the Senate 
has passed several bills allow- 
ing heavier trucks, but the 
House has consistently 
balked, The 
last 
time in 
August. 
To overcome this obstacle, 
members of the House and 
Senate Public Works Com­ 
mittees arranged for the Sen­ 
ate to pass the weight in­ 
crease as part of the highway 
hill, but to leave the weight 
section out of the House bill. 
When some House mem­ 
bers attempted to have the 
House instruct its negotiators 
not to accept the truck lan­ 
guage in a House-Senate con­ 
ference, they were blocked by 
a series of parliamentary ma­ 
neuvers. 
Then, when the bill went to 
conference, the conferees not 
only accepted the Senate pro­ 
visions but strengthened 
them 
by 
rem oving 
a

NAIROBI (UPI) - Kenya 
moved today to seal off its 
borders with neighboring 
Tanzania in the face of a 
deepening diplomatic and ec­ 
onomic crisis between the two 
East African countries, gov­ 
ernment sources said. 
African diplomats said the 
latest 
crisis 
could 
finally 
break up the three-nation 
East African Community of 
Kenya, Tanzania and Ugan­ 
da —the region’s equivalent 
of the European Common 
Market. 
The 
Kenyan action fol­ 
lowed several weeks of bitter 
exchanges between the two 
countries over trade and for­ 
eign national working in Ken­ 
ya and Tanzania. 
The Tanzanian government 
recently banned all heavy 
duty 
Kenyan trucks from 
passing through Tanzania en 
route to Zambia, crippling 
Kenya’s annual $250 million 
trade with Zambia. 
Tanzania 
then 
expelled 
scores of Kenyans working in 
Tanzania. 
In retaliation, the Kenyan 
government Wednesday re­ 
sponded to internal political 
pressure by agreeing to Fire 
Tanzanians 
here 
in 
jobs 
which Kenyans could Fill. 
Late Wednesday rail ser­ 
vices between the two coun­ 


tries were suspended. Kenya 
began to seal the countries’ 
common border in what of­ 
ficials described as re­ 
taliatory measures. 
Air service between the two 
countries, however, still oper­ 
ated normally. 
The East African Com­ 
munity, which regulates co­ 
operation between the three 


countries in such fields as 
joint rail, air and port ser­ 
vices, has been in disarray for 
some time because of 
Uganda’s constant feuding 
with Tanzania.
